As was anticipated the London 
Naval Conference hag undergone 
no change during the week-end. 
Many of the delegates attended the 
England versus Scotland football 
match yesterday afternoon and at its 
conclusion he Prime Minister 
‘motored to Chequers where he 
epent quiet day, no important inter- 
views having been arranged. 

Most of the other delegates spent 
the day out of London. M. Briand, 
as already stated, left yesterday 
afternoon for Paris to consult his 
Government, and he is not expect- 
ed to return until Tucsday. Pend- 

‘Ing his return it fs unlikely that 
any important change in the situa- 
tion will take place as the political 
questions, which have been the sub- 
ject of conversations between 
France and Great Britain, form 

_ the chief obstacle to further ad- 
vance, ‘i 

. Fear of Formula 

No fewer than nine questions are 
down for anawer In the House of 
Commons to-morrow bearing on the 
political aspect of the conference and 
the interpretation of Article 16 of 
the Ee Covenant. They diaplay 
the fear that a formula interpreting 
Great Britain’s obligations under 
the existing pacts and convenants 
might imply o new guarantee te 
France. It has, however, been re- 
peatedly stated by the Prime 
Minister that the Government, while 
willing to define and explain the 
extent of Britain's undertakings, is 
not ‘prepared to increase her .com- 
mitments, 

' The :Sunday Observer, which 
emphasises that if any practical 
or far'reaching agreement on Naval 
reduction is to be achieved, France 
must be a party to it, says: “If it 
be found pagsible to gratify France 
by the reinstatement of-the existing 
obligations, whether embodied in the 
Convenant or the Locarno letter to 
Germany and thereby, after all, to 
induce Franco to agree to the 
serious business of naval disartha- 
ment, it is clearly the duty of Bri- 
tish diplomacy to explore such an 
avenue. That is the deliberate 
view of the British delegation.” 

‘Ships To Be Scrapped 

Mr. Hugh Gibson, the American 
Ambagsador to Bélgium, and one of 
the American delegates to the Naval 
Conference, delivered a ° radio 
address to the United States this 
afternoon. He said that during the, 
past' week definite agreement ‘had 
been roached -.between the United 
States, Great -Britain and Japan. 
It meant that from the fleet of the 
three powers ning’ battleships were 
to be scrapped without replacement. 
Under the terma. of thia arrange- 
ment tho Japanese’ battleship fleet 
would consist: of. nine battleships. 
The -reduction' of the combined 
battleship: fleets of, the three ‘coun: 

“tries would ‘therefore equal in num- 
ber the third largest battleship 
fleet in.the world. «-: CUE ok 

Under the terms of the Washing- 
ton Treaty the-United State, Great 
Britain and Japan were committed

Prosecution Witness 
Contradicted. 


MR. LLOYD'S DIFFICULTY. 

. The case for the prosecution was 
closed before Mr. R. B. Lindsell this 
morning, against Mul Kok-leung, 
the Singapore J.P., and Mr.

Whyte - Smith with obtaining 
money, jewallery, and clothing to 
the amount of $57.20, under the 
pretext that she would appease 
the spirit which had made the 
complainant ill for.a month. - 

Divisional - Inspector Stimson 
stated that'tha complainant was a 
pig wash carrier and daily went 
to. the accused’s house. One day, 
the accused noticed that the com- 
plainant looked very ill, and she 
told her that she could cure her, 
if she gave her the amount of 
money mentioned above. 

The complainant did so from 
time to time by borrowing from 
her, mother-in-law. The latter, 
when she found out what was hap- 

ning, had the accused arrested. 
. The complainant, however, did 
not want the things, which the 
accused had borrowed for the wor- 
ship or cure, to be returned, 

The Magistrate pointed out that 
that was different to a case he- 
fore him long ago where the ac- 
cused, after ' deffnitely promising 
the return of the borrowed things, 
did not do so, but pawned: them, 
That he held to be fraudulence.

It will be recalled that the 
woman was. convicted on Novem- 
ber 28, 1929, on five charges con- 
cerning the abduction of the same 
girl, Yeung Sze-tong to Malaya.

Dairy Produc® Getting 
Higher’ Prices, 

Judging from the reporta which 
so far have been made publile, 
Danish trade and industry has had 
a relatively satisfactory year in 
1929, Financlal conditions dave 
considerably improved and it ta 
generally considered that normal 
conditions have ‘been restored. 
There is plenty of short-term 
capital available; so mugh so, in 
fact, that some of it is Farced to 
invest in long-term entorprises in 
order to find profitable employment 
at all. meter: 

The mean wholeSglo.price index 
for the year was 150, ag against 
158 in 1928. . This decline of three 
Points is somewhat less than that 
reported by other standard coun- 
tries, and is accounted for by the 
difficult ice conditions in the early 
Part of the year, which forced 
freights up to a very high level. 

The Government — Statiatical 
Bureau in its annua! survey points 
out that one of the reasons for thd 
improvement in the Danish econo- 
mic situation Is the decline in the 
price of many raw materfals, while 
the price of most manufactured 
articles has been well maintained, 
At the same time industry haa 
benefited by the improved purchas- 
ing power of the rural population, 
due to the excellent ‘harvest in 
1928: and 1929, ~ ‘ . 

Furthermore while. the mean 
wholesale price index for iniported 
goods has increased from 147 in 
1928 to 148 in 1929 (due mainly 
to the higher freights referred to 
above), the index for exported

PROHIBITION POLL: 


“Wet” Adherents 
‘ Gaining Strength. 


ANALYSIS 01 OF ‘vores. 
New York, Saturday. 

On giving ‘the results of its 
poll thrdughout the United States 
on the subject of Hquor control, 
the. Literary .Digest announces 
that out of the 40 States canvas- 
sed, only two have shown major- 
ities In| favour of the enforce- 
ment of the preserit Nquor laws, 
namely Kansas, a stronghold of 
Puritanism, and Tennessee, which 
is noted for its stern fundamen- 
talists. 

The Literary Digest states that 
out of 2,000,000 votes hitherto 
counted about 42 per cent. were 
for the: repeal of all prohibition 
laws, nearly 30 per cent. favour- 
ed a modification of the present 
’aw, and the’ remainder voted 
“Dry.” 

In every. Southern State except 
Tennessee the. combined vote for 
modification or repeal was Jarger 
than the vote for enforcement. 

The Maryland vote was for 
complete repeal and exceeded tha 
combined votea for modification 
or for enforcement, while Maine, 
“the grandmother of prohibition,” 
showed 4,000 votes for the full 
enforcement of the present law, 
2,500 votes for modification, and 
4,000 for the repeal of the lawa. 
—Reuter’s American Service.

GERMAN OFFICERS. 


Charges by I Left Wing 
Denied. 


BEYOND JURISDICTION: 
Charges against Gormany by 
Wang Ching-wei, lender ¢f the Left 
Wing of the Kuomintang, are -deni- 
ed in Berlin with the greatest pos- 
sible emphasis. It is stated that 
ex-German officers who had taken 
service in: China did so against the 
expreas advice.of the German Gov- 
ernment, Some of these officers 
had for years been beyond the juria- 
diction of the German Government, 
among them being the late Colonel 
Bauer (Chiang Kal-shek's former 
military adviser) and his succes- 
sor, Lieut.-Colone! Kriebel, who for 
some time befora his departure for 
China was engaged in the organisa- 
tlon of the Helmwehr in Austria. 
With equal positiveness Berlin 
denies that Germany supplied muni- 
tlons to China, For years past, it 
1s declared, the Gorman Govern- 
ment has striven to suppress the 
traffic in. munitions from its 
ports. It is, however, admitted 
that German ships have probably 
been chartered for this traffic by 
the Nationals of other States. . 
Wang Ching-wel accused , the 
German officers in China of sup- 
porting Chiang Kai-shek in the 
Kuomintang, and of introducing 
gas warfare in China. Further, ho 
charged the German Government of 


| sending tanks, mine throwers, and 


other instruments of war to China. 
Among former German officers 
who are in China are several be- 
Jonging to the group which, after 
the War, found scope for its activi- 
ties in auch adventures as the Kapp 
Putsch. Their employment appar- 
ently dates from tho visit to Ger- 
many of a Chinese mission in 
1928. This was headed by 
General Shen Ji, a-colleague of 
Chiang Kai-shek, and seems to have 
collected a number of “technical 
advisers”. Besides Colonel Bauer 
and Lieut.-Colonel Kriebel, ‘other 
former German officers in China, 
according to the German Press, are 
Staff Captain Baron von Wangen- 
heint, now Kriebel’s adjutant, 
and Generals Lindemann and 
Gudovius, who conduct the Peking 
Military Academy. ‘General Gudo-+ 
vius took part in, the Kustrin 
Putsch and was discharged from 
the Reichswehr. The Air unit 
of the Nanking army is stated to 
be led by Lieut. Fuchg a-fortuer 
German war pilot, while the former 
Major Hummel is said to be re- 
organising the Peking Gendar- 
merie, German specialists are 
also stated to be in charge 
of the arsenals at Hankow 
and Nanking, of the - rail- 
way organisation, of the police, and 
of the Chinese wireless system.— 
China Express and Telegraph. .

An ultemployed Chinese man and a 
woman were jointly charged with kid- 
napping and harbouring a Chinese boy, 
six years of age, from his mother at 47,

The woman said: “A man came ta 
my place and asked me if I wanted to 
buy the child for $100, and I agreed to 
the sale. So I got hold of this man 
{first accused) to assist me to take 
the boy to Sheung Shui by car, and 
thon from Sheung Shui to Canton by

put on the boy after changing tho suit 
that he was wearing whon kidnapped. 

His Worship, in a surprised voico:

OFFICERS SCORNED IN BARRACK |_ 


ROOM DITTIES. 
BARRACADED IN TAVERN. 


Paris, Yesterday. 

An official report is now published 
of the mutiny at the disciplinary in- 
fantry base on the Island of Oleron, 
off Rochefort on March 20, news 
of which was hushed up at the time. 
Tho report says that the mutincers 
assembled in a Tavern, barricaded the 
doors, smashed the furniture, and sang 
barrack room dittics in which the offi- 
cers were insulted. The officers, in 
order to avoid bloodshed, had the 
place surrounded and invited the re- 
calcitrants to surrender. Most of them 
did so, but the ring leaders held out 
for three days. Some ring leaders 
wero ex;Naval men who were already 
Involved in the mutiny at Calvi. The 
report denics the rumour that the re- 
volt was due to lack of food or over- 
work.—Reuter,
